The 
committee  is  studying  and  recommending  programs  and  actions  relating  to  children 
and  youth  in  North  Dakota,  More  than  lj.0  State  Governors’  Committees  have  already 
been  named.  We  are  always  interested  in  your  own  State  happenings  in  regard  to  | 
such  matters. 


U-H  AND  SCIENCE  CONFERENCE 

A group  of  27  eminent  scientists  and  about  the  same  number  of  Extension  workers 
met  at  East  Lansing,  Mich,,  September  20-22,  for  a deep  look  at  how  more  science 
teaching  could  be  incorporated  into  I4-H  work.  The  conference  at  Michigan  is 
serving  to  spark  our  thinking  about  putting  more  "why’s"  into  I4.-H,  This,  how- 
ever, is  only  the  starting  point  for  many  discussions  about  the  topic. 

Reports  of  this  meeting  will  be  made  in  written  form.  In  addition,  you  will  have 
an  audio-visual  report,  including  slides  and  recordings  on  magnetic  tape,  for 
use  in  training  meetings  in  your  State, 

We  appreciated  the  cooperation  of  the  National  Science  Foundation  who  helped 
sponsor  the  conference. 


CONFERENCE  ON  ii-H  FOUNDATIONS— JANUARY  11-13,  I960,  AT  PURDUE 

Plans  for  the  National  Extension  Conference  on  l*-H  Foundations  and  Fund  Raising 
are  now  being  firmed  up  by  Director  J.  0,  Knapp  and  the  special  committee  named 
by  ECOP  at  its  April  meeting.  Each  State  Extension  director  will  be  invited  to 
send,  at  State  expense,  about  two  staff  persons  directly  concerned.  Persons 
with  administrative  and  program  responsibility  for  I4-H  Club  work  might  be 
selected.  In  many  cases  this  will  be  the  director,  assistant  director,  the 
State  U— H Club  leader  and/or  other  persons  who  serves  as  executive  officer  of 
State  U-H  Foundations,  State  I4-H  Camps,  etc. 
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TEENAGE  NUTRITION  EDUCATION 
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A National  Youthpower  Congress  is  being  planned  for  Chicago  from  February  11  to 
13 5 I960.  Some  of  you  may  already  have  heard  of  the  teenage  nutrition  education 
program  getting  under  way  under  the  sponsorship  of  the  National  Food  Conference, 
a group  of  some  U6  firms  and  organizations  related  to  food  processing  and 
distribution.  American  Farm  Bureau  Federation  President  Charles  B.  Shuman  was 
chairman  of  the  Food  Conference  held  last  year,  out  of  which  this  program  grew. 

The  Federation  is  helping  now  to  set  up  Youthpower  Committees  in  each  State. 
Currently,  2b  States  have  joined  the  program  and  it  is  expected  the  majority 
of  others  will  do  so.  County  committees  may  also  be  formed. 

Many  teaching  aids  relative  to  improving  teenage  nutrition  are  being  developed. 
These  are  planned  to  be  available  for  use  in  the  secondary  schools  and  also  in 
youth-serving  programs  of  informal  nature. 

Choosing  of  the  6 to  7 delegates  per  State  for  the  Youthpower  Congress  will  be 
a function  of  the  State  committees.  However,  we  are  assured  that  worthy  work 
done  through  I4-H  Clubs  will  have  equal  consideration  with  that  done  in  a high 
school  classroom. 


RURAL  YOUTH  WORKSHOP  IN  FAR  EAST 

Rudy  Monosmith  of  California  who  has  just  returned  reports  a wonderful  workshop 
experience.  In  his  own  words: 

"The  Second  Far  East  Rural  Youth  Workshop  was  a real  highlight  of  my 
life.

About  100  young  men  and  women  attended  the  four-day  conference  under  the 
direction  of  Dan  Holler  of  the  North  Carolina  Youth  staff.  Joe  McAuliffe, 
of  our  office,  helped  the  group  find  new  program  ideas  through  the  ABC 
of  YMW  programs  approach.  Joe  discovered  some  outstanding  programs  of  some 
counties  in  North  Carolina  and  we  are  getting  those  stories  to  share  with 
you. 

V irginia  - Leadership  Camp 

Virginia  recently  completed  its  Leadership  Camp  at  Camp  Farrar.  This 
leadership  conference  included  YM&W  Clubs,  I4-H,  All  Stars,  and  leaders  from 
various  other  youth  groups  such  as  farm  organizations,  rural  churches,  and 
the  Ruritan  Service  Clubs. 

John  Banning,  from  our  office,  gave  the  keynote  talk  and  led  a workshop 
in  group  dynamics. 


SOME  NEW  APPROACHES 

Georgia  - Three  Events  Combined  to  Save  Staff  Time 

Often  we  share  concerns  with  you  about  the  amount  of  State  U-H  staff  time 
which  is  used  in  district  and  State  Ij.-H  activities.  We  were  interested  in 
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receiving  from  Georgia  the  program  for  the  State  U— H Council  meeting  and  the 
Georgia  k-R  Master  Program  and  the  State  Home  Demonstration  Council  meeting. 
These  three  events  were  held  on  the  campus  at  the  University  of  Georgia, 
August  2£-28,  and  ran  concurrently.  Several  program  features  were  combined. 

Illinois  - "Wash  Your  Duds  Party" 

Each  year  a new  emphasis  is  selected  for  the  electrical  activity  in  the  home 
economics  U-H  program.  The  current  phase  pertains  to  clothing;  last  year*s 
emphasis  was  on  home  improvement.  Three  authors  of  the  current  publication 
are  JoAnn  Sievers  of  the  U— H staff,  Catherine  Sullivan,  specialist  in 
home  management,  and  Vivian  Wennier  of  the  Adams  Electrical  Cooperative.

Electrical  Committee. 

Wisconsin  - Approved  Practice  List  of  I4-H  Dairy  Program 

Each  year  the  Dairy  Husbandry  Department  selects  an  "improved  practice" 
area  for  special  emphasis.  Insect  control  is  the  item  for  I960  and  Allan 
Bringe,  Extension  Dairy  Specialist,  says  "we  hope  every  dairy  club 
member  will  make  a special  effort  to  control  flies  in  his  barn."  Each 
member  will  be  given  information  in  his  project  material  to  help  him. 


LEADER  AND  AGENT  DEVELOPMENT 

Michigan  - Agents  on  Developmental  Committee 

Michigan  recently  held  their  hist  Annual  County  I4-H  Club  Agents*  Conference 
at  Houghton  Lake,  Michigan.  A very  outstanding  part  of  their  conference 
program  is  the  report  of  State  program  developmental  committees, which 
are  patterned  after  the  National  I4-H  Developmental  Committees.  Agents 
play  an  important  part  in  program  development  through  this  committee 
action  and  reports. 

Tennessee  - Leadership 

George  Foster  reports  that  the  counties  which  have  offered  seven  sessions  of 
2ir  hours  each  of  the  "Tennessee  Ii-H  Club  Leadership  in  Depth"  average 
13  more  leaders  and  15>0  more  members  than  a year  ago.  In  addition  one 
agent  expressed  this,  "The  number  we  reported  before  were  leaders  on  the 
roll.  The  number  reported  after  are  leaders  on  the  job." 

Texas  - Leadership  Development 

The  ” U— H in  the  Community"  program  was  effectively  launched  on  September  9j 
with  a workshop  for  Adult  Leaders  and  Extension  Agents  in  southwest 
Texas.  Much  preliminary  planning  had  gone  into  this  meeting.  The  State 
staff  including  administrators,  specialists,  State  U— H staff  and  district 
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agents  were  all  in  accord  on  the  objectives*  A leader's  guide  and  member's 
guide  were  developed  for  each  specialists  area  of  work  and  presented 
at  the  workshop--an  excellent  beginning  to  more  effective  development  of 
local  volunteer  leadership  in  ii-H.

IN  CLOSING 


We  thought  you  might  like  to  share  the  comments  of  Gretchen  L.  Potteg  who  worked 
in  the  State  Club  office  in  Idaho  during  part  of  the  time  that  Lillian 
Johannesen  was  on  leave  for  study  and  travel  in  Europe.  Gretchen  is  a newcomer 
to  Extension  but  with  much  experience  in  the  field  of  education  in  home  economics. 
Here  is  what  she  says  in  her  final  report: 

"As  a newcomer  to  Extension  and  specifically  I4-H  Club  work*  I would  like  to  record 
some  impressions  which  have  been  made  upon  me  during  my  tenure.  Most  of  these  are 
in  regard  to  the  teaching-learning  process  and  are  something  of  a comparison  with 
classroom  teaching-learning*  since  all  of  my  professional  career  heretofore  has 
been  spent  in  the  classroom. 
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First.,  the  voluntary  nature  of  Ij-H  Club  work  is  a perfect  framework  for  learn- 
ing, On  the  other  hand,  the  teaching,  whatever  method  is  used,  must  be  skillful, 
for  the  only  discipline  is  the  discipline  of  interest.  A [|-H»er  who  is  not 
interested  can  get  up  and  leave.  Therefore,  teaching  is  easier  in  I4-H,  but 
holding  is  harder. 

Second,  I believe  I4-H  develops  individual  initiative  and  self-confidence  to  a 
very  great  degree.  Often  these  are  actually  killed  in  the  classroom.  I don*t 
know  why,  except  that  any  effort  made  by  a ii-H!er  is  recognized.  For  the 
satisfaction  of  basic  needs,  h-H  is  better.  To  produce  superior  scientists, 

I suppose  the  classroom  is  better. 

Third,  it  seems  to  me  that  I4-H  spends  more  time  in  the  dissemination  of 
information  than  in  it's  collection.  In  other  words,  it's  a kind  of  relay 
point  between  the  producer  of  information  and  the  consumer  of  information. 

This  brings  one  question  to  my  mind.  Does  following  the  steps  in  the  project 
book,  finding  the  answers  in  the  readily  supplied  pamphlet,  and  submitting  the 
finished  product  to  a judge  for  approval  or  disapproval,  develop  the  ability 
to  think?  The  answer  to  this  lies  in  the  quality  of  the  I4-H  leadership,  for 
another  word  for  leader  could  be  teacher.  At  Idaho,  great  emphasis  is  placed 
upon  leadership — and  this  holds  great  promise. "
